The directors of the old Equitable 


and the Portsmouth Building associa- 
tions held a meeting Saturday night in 
the office of the latter, in the Damarin 
block.

been at work upon the books of 
the 


former secretary and treasurer of the 
associations, Volney R. 
Row. 
The 


members of the board of directors are 
very mum today as to what transpired 
at the meeting. . It is undestood, bow- 
ever, that there is a shortage in the 
Equitable association. This is vari- 
ously estimated by rnmor from $1,000 
to §3,200. 
One thing seems certain— 


there is a shortage, however it may 
have been caused. 


It is also understood that'there is a 


small surplus in the Portsmouth asso- 
ciation that may belong to the Equit- 
able association. This surplus is said 
to be very small. It is placed by some 
as low aa $80 and by others as high as 
$600. 
Either way, it leaves a consid- 


erable discrepancy in the Equitable 
accounts. 


It is said also that the directors of 


the associations made a demand upon 
Row for an indemnifying bond, cover- 
ing the difference. 
He was given un- 


til today to secure such a bond and file 
it with the directors.

Prosecuting Attorney Henry Banuon, 


of Scioto county, undertook to scare 
the officials of the penitentiary Friday 
and Saturday with a demand for lees 
due to the sheriff and others in some 
cases that have been "hung ap" by the 
warden and Clerk Koehne to secure 
justice at the hands of Scioto county. 
Mr. Bannou came to the prison to ask 
that lees which have been withheld bo 
turned over to the sheriff. The fight 
was begun by the prosecutor refusing 
to allow the commissioners of the 
county to pay per diem to guards who 
take prisoners to that oonnty to be used 
as witnesses. In the case in question 
the guard was paid all expenses, but 
his day wages were refused. In re- 
turn, and to settle the matter once for 
all, Clerk Koebne withheld an amount 
to cover these from the sheriff's nest 
batch of costs. 
This was done under 


advice of the attorney-general. 
Mr. 


Bunnon was fortified by an old decision 
which claimed that officers were not 
entitled to a fee for bringing prisoners 
to courts throughout the state. 


Warden Coffin consulted tho 
at- 


torney-general Saturday in the case 
and Saturday eveninjf'after two days' 
wrangle, the case was as far from 
being settled as at the beginning. 
The 


prosecuting attorney states that he will 
not allow the payment of the guard's 
per diem, and he states that he will 
rather prevent the county from paying 
the state taxes until the penitentiary 
officials pay the costs < to the county in 
the cases under controversy. At the 
last report the prosecuting, attorney is 
talking of bringing suit against the 
state in the-courts of Soiuto county. 
As prisoners must testify in court, and 
as the warden of the penitenitary is te- 
sponsible to the people of phio for the 
prisoners after they bavo been placed 
in the prison until their terms expire, 
and as the warden might be dissatisfied 
to place the piisoner in the care of a 
man who is in no way connected with 
the penitentiary, the complex nature 
of the question can be understood. 
After a prisoner ia granted a new trial 
and is taken out by the sheriff, he is 
under the.care of the court, but when 
he is taken to testify in the courts 
while serving a sentence he is still in 
the care of the warden of the peniten- 
tiary and the sheriff of the oonnty to 
which he is taken could not be held re- 
sponsible if the prisoner should escape, 
it ia'olaimed. 


The prison officials are anxious that 


Mr. Bannon enter suit in the case as 
that would establish a precedent in 
such cases. 
It ia stated shat Mr. Ban- 


non is the first and only official to ob- 
ject to paying the penitentiary guards 
for bringing witnesses to court. 
His 


youth, inexperience and burning am- 
bition for notoriety ia alleged by the 
prison officials as tue cause for his 
peculiar obstinacy in the case.—Ohio 
State Journal.

So far as known Chere will 
be no break in the Republican ranks, 
but at least four of the Democrats will 
brave the party whip and cast their 
votes for the bill, three from Louisi- 
ana and one from Texas.

ttulng Great Damage to Buildings—The

this city and surrounding country was 
visitetd by a terrific cyclone that did 
no end of damage to life and property. 


The wind came from the southwest 


and blew at a/bout 60 miles on hour 
for nearly 20 minutes, tearing down 
trees ox spLitting them asunder witft 
terrific .force.

The wind played havoc with several

addition to doing much •damage to the
